Mobile CB units 
foster friendship

(This is the second of a three-part 
series). 
Citizen’s band radio is rapidly replac­ 
ing Lassie as man’s best friend. 
The lonesome farmer who once rode 
the dusty irrigation paths in his abused 
pickup, one hand gently stroking the 
family hound, now follows the same 
routine except his free hand now 
clutches the microphone to his CB set. 
The retired widower who used to spend 
hours talking to his lazy, overweight 
dachshund has replaced the canine with 
a CB outfit that he talks into whenever 
he can get a break. 
The magnetic appeal of citizen’s band 
radio lies tn the camaraderie which mor- 
rounds many Americans’ new-found toy. 
“It has replaced talking over the 
backyard fence,” said Tom Rush, a Lom­ 
poc CB dealer. “When you drive down 
the street and you know half of the peo­ 
ple you pass because they have CBs, it’s 
a great feeling.” 
“ I bought my first set out of 
curiosity,” claimed Garry Benson, alias 
“Pole Climber,” and I think the interest 
in it grew because of the friendships that 
developed. 
“We weren’t new in town,” said the 
chairman of the local CB club who was a 
military radio operator during the 
Korean War, “but if we were, it would be 
the best way to make friends.” 
“We’re a clan,” said “Shutterbug,” 
also Tommy Yager, the owner of a Lom­ 
poc camera shop, “and no other group 
will exceed us for closeness. We’ll argue 
amongst ourselves, but nobody better 
argue with us.” 
But the real value of CB radio, with its 
combined companionship, becomes 
crystal clear when one is traveling 
strange roads through unfamiliar cities 
Citizen’s band radio gained fame when 
truckers publicized the tracking of the 
highway patrol or “smokey bears” dur­ 
ing the fuel crisis and truck strike. 
Despite still being used effectively for 
that purpose, travelers have expanded 
its use. 
“When you go through a town,” 
claimed city sanitation superintendent 
Jim Bright well, "you can get directions 
or ask about bypasses around busy roads. 
They will help you find the proper areas 
few motels where your car is least likely 
to be vandalized, where to eat, what 
restaurants not to go to and also any 
places of interest you might like to see.” 
“Going through a strange town,” said 
Benson, “people will come out in droves 
to help you find what you are looking for. 
If. for example, you can’t find a place to 
sleep, they’ll have you parked in front of 
their house and then you can’t get any sl­ 
eep because all they want to do is party 
all night long.” 
To further the ties between the Valley 
CBers. there is the local club, The Valley 
of the Flowers CB Club, which one 
member called “the most disorganized 
organization there is.” 
The club doesn’t charge dues, there 
are no membership rules and chairman 
Benson estimated there are between 250 
and 300 “active” members. It is an ec­ 
centric group with bright yellow vests 
for uniforms. On the back of the vests, 
< each member has his handle or CB 
nickname, embroidered. 
The club’s activities run from a 
variety of charity functions to regular 
parties or “breaks" they organize for CB 
buffs. 'Hie breaks are gala affairs with 
dancing and a raffling off of hundreds of 
dollars worth of prizes, most of which 
are radio equipment. One national 
“break” Benson attended in Yuma, 
Arizona about three years ago con­ 
centrated 37,000 CBers for the four-day 
event. 
But the CB craze is more than just a 
recreational hobby — many radio 
faithfuls will tell you it is a lifesaver. 
Yager likes to tell the story of a young 


boy, maybe three or four years old he 
recalled, that wandered away from 
home one night about 10 years ago 
Rescue squads cooperating in the search 
included the old 10-10 CB club of Lompoc 
and Yager, then a member. Along with 
his wife and son. Yager discovered the 
boy about dark in the northeast section of 
town. The youngster was tangled in a 
barbed wire fence, unable to free 
himself. 
“You get something like that happen to 
you,” Yager said, “and hell, nobody can 
take those radios away from you." 
Nationally, channel nine is reserved 
and recognized as the emergency sta­ 
tion. But regardless, when the ominous 
words. “Break, we have a 10-33 (10-code 
far am argaacyL’’ are heard, any 
frequency will take on a deathly silence. 
Dorothy Andrews, also known as 
Farmer’s Daughter, the voice of channel 
19, is a member of the Lompoc- 
Vandenberg React, a 50-member citizen 
volunteer group which maintains a cons­ 
tant 24-hour vigil over the emergency 
station. 
In her small radio room, Andrews has 
her radio plugged into a tiny motorcyde- 
size twelve-volt battery to insure that 
power outages won’t interrupt any possi­ 
ble emergency calls. She tells countless 
stories of accidents and dire situations 
where CBers were the first on the scene 
and reported to React which in turn 
notified police and medical teams.

Teachers voted 378 to 62 yesterday to 
ratify a salary package already ap­ 
proved by Lompoc Education Associa­ 
tion, Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
and the school board. The action closes 
the door to salary considerations for the 
balance of the fiscal year. 
In daylong balloting in all 16 schools, 
440 teachers or 97 per cent of those eligi­ 
ble to vote, cast their ballots in an elec­ 
tion supervised by the California Con­ 
ciliation Service. The state agency had 
been called upon as a neutral third party. 
School trustees held a special meeting 
at 5 p.m. yesterday to give their official, 
public approval to the package and thus 
clear 
the way for application of the 
salary raises, yesterday, first day of the 
teachers' year. 
Teachers will receive four per cent 
salary raises and $325 additional on 
health and welfare benefits The latter 
now stands at 3806 annually per teacher 
Cost of the package has been es­ 
timated at 1497,737 for the fiscal year. 
The trustees also approved the raisies 
for subject coordinators, athletic direc­ 
tors and the adult education counselor, 
and added $1,045 annually to the 
"responsibility stipend” for the athletic 
directors. Athletic directors will now 
receive $1,500 annually extra. Stipends 
for the additional duties of the subject 
coordinators wiki be made as soon as the 
state rules on whether they are properly 
a part of the collective bargaining units 
under the state’s Rodda Act. 


In the month of July. Andrews said she 
aided in three accidents and had 37 other 
assists of making phone calls, helping 
people out of gas and “things like that.” 
Lately however, hoaxes have become a 
problem for national CB monitoring 
crews and the local React group alike. 


The famous 1973 “Larry” hoax in­ 
volved a voice which claimed to be a boy 
trapped in an overturned truck next to 
the body of his father who was killed in 
the crash. The transmission was 
received by a Fontana woman and 
believed to be from a wilderness area in 
New Mexico. Over 200 rescuers and 22 
planes combed the area for five days 
with no sign of “Larry.” A prankster 
later took credit for the false alarm. 
More recently, the Coast Guard con­ 
ducted a 24-hour search about 
two 
months ago for the vessel "Penguin,” 
which radioed that it was taking on 
water off the coast of Surf. One large 
cutter, four helicopters and a four-engine 
plane were used in the search from 
Morro Bay to Santa Barbara. A Coast 
Guard spokesman said there was no boat 
registered under the name “ Penguin” 
and that it was “just a plain false 
alarm ” 
“We didn’t find anything,” said the 
spokesman over the phone from the 
Point Judith station, “and with all the 
money and man hours the Coast Guard 
spent, we would have found something." 


Local law enforcement agencies will 
become directly involved with citizen’s 
band radios for the first time when the 
Buellton and Santa Maria California 
Highway Patrol stations receive a 
limited number of sets for patrol cars. 
The radios are scheduled to arrive in the 
near future, but neither office could pin­ 
point a date. 
“It (CB communication) gives us 
more ears as to what is going on,” said 
Lt. R.A. Dzamba of the Buellton CHP. 
“It can save a lot of time in serious 
situations ” 
The Lompoc Police Department 
already works indirectly with citizen’s 
band radios The Civil Defense Auxiliary 
Patrol, a citizen volunteer patrol group 
which supplements police patrol on Fri­ 
day 
and/or Saturday nights, uses CB 
radios to communicate with the police 
dispatcher CDAP works under the 
guidance of Lompoc Police Sergeant 
Keith Bobb

gap reported 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Even though 
there are more than 100 million doses of 
swine flu vaccine on hand, there will not 
be enough to start immunization next 
month in the scope that had been plan­ 
ned, the Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare said Thursday 
The problem, a spokesman said, is that 
the vaccine has not been converted from 
bulk form to the small vials of individual 
shots that will be used 
HEW Secretary David Mathews, in a 
letter to the manufacturers of the vac­ 
cine Wednesday, said the gap had left the 
program so far behind that the govern­ 
ment will get only one fourth of the doses 
it had expected by Oct 1. 


Mathews urged the manufacturers to 
step up production.

Miguelito School underwent an official 
name change Wednesday with the 
erecting of a sign designating it as the 
Lompoc Center for Allan Hancock 
College. 
On hand for the informal ceremony 
were Walter E. Conrad, president of 
Allan Hancock College, and Eugene C. 
Stevens, in the dual role of college public 
information officer and mayor of Lom­ 
poc 
The former Miguelito campus is the 
first site in Lompoc’s history devoted ex­ 
clusively to college activities Hundreds 
of local students are expected to attend 
classes when they begin on September 
13 
Registration for the tuition-free credit 
courses offered at the Lompoc center, 
located at 1600 W Olive Ave., will take 
place on September 9 from 3 to 8 p m 
Courses are open to all persons 18 
years of age and older 
Creation of a college campus in Lom­ 
poc has been a goal of college and com­ 
munity leaders for a long time, ac­ 
cording to a statement issued by a 
spokesman for the City of Lompoc. 
Opening of the campus in Lompoc was 
made possible by successful negotiations 
between the college and the board of 
trustees of the Lompoc Unified School 
District. 
Miguelito School was closed at the end 
of the last semester because of dwindling 
enrollment and the wish of the district to 
economize on the costs of operating the 
campus Students who formerly attended 
there have been shifted to other elemen­ 
tary schools in the district. 
Conrad lauded the district board and 
administrators for the cooperation ex­ 
tended in “bringing plans for the local 
college to fruition.” 
He added. “The growth, development 
and future of the institution are now 
decidedly in the hands of the community 
and the willingness of the citizenry to 
support the new campus ” 
The new campus features 20 clas­ 
srooms. including a music room and 
library There also will be a bookstore 
and administrative offices in the facility 
Initially. 70 day and evening courses 
will be offered in the Lompoc facility In 
addition, several courses will be offered 
by AHC at Cabrillo High School and at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base for the con­ 
venience of Lompoc Valley students 
Complete course schedules and other 
registration information are offered in a 
special tabloid section included with 
tonight s edition of The Lompoc Record 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Declining 
food prices pushed the Wholesale Price 
Index down 0.1 per cent in August for the 
first drop in six months, the Labor 
Department said today. 
TTie August decline was the first since 
the 0 4 per cent drop in February and 
was an indication of easing inflationary 
pressures 
Wholesale prices had in­ 
creased a modest 0 3 per cent in May, 
June, and July. 
The WPI reflects the prices paid by 
m anufacturers, 
w holesales and 
retailers These prices eventually show 
up in the cost of goods bought by con­ 
sumers in the months ahead. 
The WPI before seasonal adjustment 
stood at 183.7 in August from the 1967 
base of 100 This means that wholesale 
goods bought for $100 nine years ago cost 
$183 70 in August. 


The Labor Department said prices of 
grains, pork and cotton were the major 
contributors to the 2.9 per cent decline in 
farm prices in August. It was the fifth 
month this year that farm prices fell, a 
primary reason for the moderate con­ 
sumer price inflation rate of about 6 per 
cent on an annual basis. 
The primary portion of the WPI. which 
measures the cost of building materials, 
leather, steel, rubber and fuels, in­ 
creased 0 7 per cent in August, the same 
rate as July The 0.7 increase was the 
largest for any month this year, except 
July, but was still within the ad­ 
ministration’s guidelines for an ap­ 
proved inflation rate from 1975. 
The Labor Department said the WPI 
was only 4 per cent higher than August, 
1975. a one-fourth improvement from 
August a year ago. 
Ford, Carter debates on

With the campaign s first presidential 
debate set for Sept. 23 — three weeks 
from today — Jimmy Carter and Presi­ 
dent Ford already are agreeing on one 
point: the winner will be the public. 
“We both can hold our own,” Carter 
told reporters in Plains. Ga “ I think the 
major beneficiaries of the debates will 
be the American people, to have a 
chance to compare us and I can’t an­ 
ticipate yet who might win." 
Ford joined Carter in welcoming 
Wednesday’s agreement to hold three 
presidential and one vice-presidential 
debate. 
“I think the debates will bring out who 
will handle the subject best,” Ford told 
reporters at the White House “I think 
the American people will be the win­ 
ners.” 


Aides from the Ford and Carter camps 
came to terms in a Washington meeting 
that included representatives of the 
League of Women Voters. 
The first debate will deal with 
domestic and economic policy. TTie se­ 
cond will involve foreign policy and 
defense. Then will come a debate 
between the two vice presidential 
nominees. Democrat Walter Mondale 
and Republican Robert Dole, and, final­ 
ly, a third Carter-Ford debate on any 
topic. 
The Sept 23 debate, a 96-minute affair, 
is the only one with a date. No sites have 
been chosen for any of the debates, but 
Carter said it was agreed that the first 
one wouldn’t be in Washington. All will 
be held before audiences with a moder­ 
ator and three journalists asking the

$6 billion arms sale bared 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pen­ 
tagon has notified Congress it plans to 
sell nearly $6 billion worth of jet 
fighters, tanks, helicopters, missiles and 
other arms to 10 nations, including Saudi 
Arabia. Iran and Israel 


Most details of the proposed sales are 
being kept secret by Pentagon and State 
Department officials at the request of 
the purchasing nations But information 
supplied by congressional and other 
sources shows 90 per cent of the 
purchases would go to the Middle East. 


Iran would be the single largest buyer. 


getting $4.46 billion in sophisticated 
hardware including 160 F16 jet fighters 
The F16 is the Air Force lightweight 
fighter, the newest air-to-air dogfight 
craft in America’s arsenal. 
Saudi Arabia, with the second highest 
total, would purchase $701.6 million in 
arms and military services including 110 
supersonic F5 jet fighters and 1,500 air- 
to-air and air-to-ground missiles.

The move to request rezoning of Vandenberg Air Force Base 
areas is being carried out in conformity with county desires to 
erase U-Unlimited Agricultural District designations on such 
properties permitting 10-acre building sites, it was explained 
Wednesday. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson, asked why the Air Force Base 
property was singled out, gave the above reason, pointing out that 
the same rezoning process was carried out previously in national 
forest lands in the county. 
The commission was due Wednesday to set a public hearing on 
the request of staff for rezoning of the base areas from general and 
limited agricultural and to beach development districts. 
However, it was learned that a hearing date could not be set 
pending completion of environmental review requirements. 
In other matters, the commission: 
— Approved conditional use permit for a 40-foot microwave 
tower for KCOY-TV. Santa Maria, on Tepusquet Peak. 
— Continued to Sept. 22 hearings on the request of Kenneth

for a farm employe trailer in the Orcutt area. 
— Received word from the county counsel’s office that it is un­ 
able at this time to assess impact of special student placement in 


Santa Ynez Valley Union High School District. 
— Approved request of Solvang Municipal Improvement District 
for determination that proposed acquisition of property on east 
side of Chalk Hill Rd., southeast of Ballard Canyon Rd. junction, 
was in General Plan conformance. 
— Approved supplemental freeway agreement concerning State 
Rt. 135 (Orcutt Expressway) from Patterson Rd. to 0.1 miles south 
of McCoy Lane at request of County Transportation Department.

Atlantic-Richfield Co. (AR­ 
CO) was ordered Wednesday by 
the county's Air Pollution 
Control District hearing board 
to push for installation of 
hydrogen sulfide removal units 
at its controversial Ellwood 
(Goleta Valley) onshore plant 
prior to Oct. 6. 


Hearing board chairman 
Osborne T. Brazelton, Santa 
Barbara attorney, meanwhile 
called on staff to confer with 
County Planning Department 
officials to determine if ARCO 
will require a county permit to 
set up a proposed iron sponge 
scrubbing unit as one means of 
reducing plant emissions to ac­ 
ceptable levels. 
The company was granted a 
30-day interim variance to take 


substantial steps — also in­ 
cluding installation of a char­ 
coal facility — to meet county 
standards as imposed by the 
district under director John 
English. 
Reports on company progress 
will be made at the Oct. 6 hear­ 
ing board session in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
’ 
Installation of a Stretford unit 
as proposed by the company as 
part of a new $14 m illion 
project at the plant was seen by 
Brazelton as the most desirable 
measure for the long-term solu­ 
tion of an air quality problem 
which has bothered many 
Goleta area residents for years. 


There were the following ad­ 
ditional developments at the 
Santa Barbara hearing: 
— ARCO has committed 


itself to expenditure of $10 
million of its contemplated $14 
million project, estimated Jack 
H undley, 
the 
com pany's 
California offshore operations 
manager, on the basis of need 
to get assurances of equipment 
that takes a lengthy period to 
deliver. (ARCO is carrying an 
appeal of an adverse Planning

to the Board of Supervisors). 


— Hundley maintained the 
m ultim illion dollar project 
could not be characterized as 
an expansion so much as a 
move to meet air quality stan­ 
dards and to ob tain an 
operating permit which the 
county has denied at this time. 
But residents of Rancho Em­ 
barcadero at the hearing who 
have registered many a com- 


plaint against ARCO emissions 
said the project was an expan­ 
sion in that it would bring about 
more storage and production of 
crude oil and gas, whose 
sourness has led to the odors. 
— Brazelton said he wanted 
the company to get the plant in 
compliance before any final 
determination on the new 
project by the county. “We 
can’t wait that long,” he com­ 
mented. “You’ve got 90 days to 
come up with a solution,” he 
added referring to a full 
variance period. 
— Dr. Linda Phillips, area 
resident, said odor problems 
were persisting in the area, 
although Hundley and Jeff 
Pendergraft, ARCO attorney, 
testified that strict monitoring 
was cutting down fugitive emis­ 
sions on a significant scale.

because green lima beans are 
highly perishable.

Alien smuggler 
rings increase 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Stripped of his political power 
and sickened by sex-scandal 
allegations, Wayne Hays has 
resigned from Congress just 
four months short of a 28-year 
Washington career. 
Hays submitted his resigna­ 
tion in writing Wednesday to 
Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes, 
with a copy to Speaker Carl 
Albert. 
The House Ethics Committee 
im m ediately m et and an­ 
nounced it had closed its in­ 
vestigation of Elizabeth Ray’s 
charges that Hays paid her 
$14,000 a year in federal funds 
to serve no other purpose than 
to be his mistress. 
Still pending against the 65- 
year-old Ohio Democrat, howe­ 
ver, is a grand jury probe into 
whether he misused federal 
funds, which is a criminal viola­ 
tion. 
Hays admitted having an af­ 
fair with Miss Ray, 33, but 
denied her claim of pay for sex 
only. In quick succession, Hays 
gave up two committee chair­ 
manships which made up his 
base of poliical power and on 
June 10 was hospitalized for 
what his doctor termed an ac­ 
cidental overdose of sleeping 
tablets. 
Obviously depressed, the 
on ce c a u s tic la w m a k e r 
wandered aimlessly on the 
House floor and more and more 
withdrew 
from 
legislative 
business. He left Washington 
for the final time as a congres­ 
sman Aug. 11, returning to his 
Ohio farm home where two 


days later he announced he 
wouldn't seek reelection to a 
15th term. 
As recent as last Saturday his 
lawyer, Judah Best of Washing­ 
ton, interceded with Albert, 
describing Hays as too de­ 
pressed and too despondent to 
properly defend himself before 
the ethics panel. Despite this 
picture of a broken man, the 
panel voted Monday to open 
hearings on Sept. 16 into the 
Ray allegations. 
Two days later Hays’ resigna­ 
tion came in an uncharacteris­ 
tic, one-sentence statement: 
“Dear Sir: I hereby resign 
my office as Representative in 
the Congress of the United 
States from the 18th District of 
Ohio, effective immediately. 
With great respect, Wayne L. 
t 
Hays.” 
Rhodes said Hays called him 
earlier Wednesday to say the 
letter was in the mail and to ask 
that his congressional staff be 
kept intact at least until a suc­ 
cessor is elected. 


Ethics Chairman John Flynt 
said the 12-member panel voted 
unanimously that “the investi­ 
gation ... be terminated and 
that the hearings ordered by 
this committee to commence 
on Sept. 16 be canceled.” 


Since the inquiry hadn’t gone 
beyond the investigative stage, 
Flynt said, his panel will issue 
no report on its findings to date. 
He said legal opinions given the 
panel were unanimous that the 
committee has no jurisdiction 
over a former member. 


Pay hike 
rejected 
by House 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
With an eye toward the Nov. 2 
general election. House mem­ 
bers voted overwhelmingly 
Wednesday to forego a sche­ 
duled pay increase and chal­ 
lenged the Senate to do the 
same. 


The action came on a $780.3 
million appropriations bill to 
fund Congressional operations 
for the fiscal year starting Oct. 
1. the same date that members 
of Congress, top level federal 
officials, cabinet officers and 
the judiciary are to get an 
automatic pay boost of about 5 
per cent 


The big money bill was pas­ 
sed on a voice vote and sent to 
the Senate But first the House 
voted 325 to 75 to include a 
provision that the pay of all 
those scheduled to get an in­ 
crease be frozen at its current 
level for the next year 


Congressmen now get $44,600 
a year, a level reached after a 
$2,100 first time increase under 
the automatic cost of living 
system that went into effect 
last year A 5 per cent boost this 
year would raise the pay 
another $2,230 to $46,830 a year 


Proponents of the am end­ 
ment stressed that it would be 
effective only for the life of the 
bill itself, meaning until Sept. 
30. 1977. the day before another 
Oct 1 automatic cost of living 
increase goes into effect in a 
nonelection year

The GAO said, in a report to 
Congress Wednesday, the Im­ 
migration and Naturalization 
Service has noted a “significant 
increase in the number of large, 
organized smuggling rings.” 
These rings, “ particularly 
d iffic u lt 
to 
im m o b ilizee 
because the leaders often stay 
rem oved from the actu al 
smuggling act.” are “greatly” 
increasing the illegal aliens’ 
chances of reaching desired 
locations, the GAO said. 


“The smuggling of aliens has 
become an extremely lucrative 
illegal venture and is one of the 
m ajor problems confronting 
INS.” the report said 


Among the tactics used by 
professional 
smugglers are 
guides who lead aliens around 
B order P a tro l A gents or 
through normally inaccessible 
areas; small decoy groups of 


aliens to divert agents so larger 
groups get through; scout cars 
with two-way radios to pinpoint 
locations of agents; hiding 
aliens in trunks of cars; illicit 
documents, and bringing aliens 
in by boats or planes which 
avoid ports of entry. 
The report said INS’ antis­ 
muggling program has had 
some good results — including 
the immobilization of several 
large rings — but is hindered by 
several factors, including other 
burdens placed on border patrol 
agents. 
In addition, the report said, 
“Less than half of all known 
sm uggling 
vio latio n s 
are 
p ro s e c u te d . 
E v en 
w hen 
prosecuted, smugglers are gen­ 
erally only punished by light 
fines and-or short sentences.” 
To exemplify the ease with 
which smugglers operate, the 
GAO noted that in one case ap­ 
prehended smugglers said their 
ring was succesfull in getting 
groups of 6. 37, 39, 49. 74 and 128 
Mexican aliens into the Chicago 
area In another, a member of a 
T ex a s rin g s a id he had 
smuggled about 175 aliens at 
$150 a head. 


Nobel chemist eyes 
gasoline from trees 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Nobel Prize winning chemist 
Melvin Calvin wants to plant 
and farm experimental “gaso­ 
line trees” in an arid area of 
Southern California. 
Calvin, who in 1961 discov­ 
ered the complex chemistry of 
p h o t o s y n t h e s is , sa y s he 
believes gasoline for running 
cars and trucks can be 
produced in abundant quantity 
from certain plants. 
He told a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society 
Wednesday that such trees 
could grow in areas unsuitable 
for crops and estimates a possi­ 
ble gasoline yield of “25 barrels 
per acre per year." 
The University of California 
chemist says the fuel could be 
made from plants of the genus 
euphorbia, which produce a 
milky juice called latex — a 
hydrocarbon chemicially simi­ 
lar to petroleum. 
He cited the rubber tree as an 


Salk not worried 
SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Public 
fears over swine flu shots are 
groundless, according to Dr. 
Jonas Salk. developer of the 
Salk polio vaccine 
There is “ no reason” for

Salk said public fears over its 
safety have been erroneously

problem” — the refusal of com­ 
mercial insurance companies

The rubber tree. Calvin said, 
“produces hydrocarbon direct­ 
ly with an efficiency almost as 
great as sugar cane for making 
carbohydrate. Rubber, howe­ 
ver. has a high m olecular 
weight, causing it to coagulate 
and become solid. 
“ If we could decipher that 
mechanism and control it so 
that we might create a smaller 
hydrocarbon m olecule, we 
might be able to generate a gas- 
oline tre e .” Calvin told his 
fellow chemists 
He said the molecular weight 
of the hydrocarbon produced by 
the trees or shrubs selected 
would have to be reduced from 
about one million in the rubber 
tree to 50.000 in order to 
develop the “gasoline tree." 
Some plants in the genus 
e u p h o ria h av e m o le c u la r 
weights in below 50.000, he said 
Among them are the lathyrus. a 
shrub th a t grow s well in 
Northern California, and tiru- 
calli. another which flourishes 
in the hot. dry clim ate of 
Southern California 
Calvin is also studying a type 
of milkweed whose “ milk” is 
one-third hydrocarbon and two- 
thirds water In order to use it 
as fuel, the water would have to 
be removed “This.” he noted, 
“can be accomplished easily by 
physical or chemical methods ”

Monterey, one day out of San Francisco from 
Honolulu The menus of that day will be used one day 
on each voyage throughout the balance of ’76. The “ all- 
American” dishes will be featured for breakfast, lunch 
and dinner in the ships' main dining rooms, as well as 
for the “ patriots picnic” at poolside. and the late 
afternoon Boston Tea Party. 
Small scale versions of the passengers’ favorites 
were produced as follows. 


Sister Abigal’s chive flower omelet 
(From the Shaker Community) 
4 eggs 
4 tablespoons milk 
1 tablespoon, each, minced parsley and chives 
12 small chive blossoms 
salt and pepper to taste 
2 tablespoons butter 
Beat eggs and milk until well blended. Add remain­ 
ing ingredients and season Heat butter until it bubbles 
in a heavy pan and pour in egg mixture. Shake pan un­ 
til eggs begin to set, then pull in from edges of pan with 
a fork When eggs are just set, roll onto a heated plat­ 
ter. and serve at once. Serves two. 


Bunker Hill eggs 
6 cups riced potatoes 
9 eggs plus 1 egg yolk 
7 tablespoons melted butter 
l ‘/a teaspoon soft butter 
salt and pepper to taste 
8 strips bacon, cut in half and partially cooked 
Preheat oven to 400 degrees 
Butter four individual ramekins and set aside Beat 1 
whole egg with the egg yolk, and whip into potatoes 
with 5 tablespoons of the melted butter Season. Whip 
until fluffy. Pile into ramekins, and make two 
"bunkers” in each by pressing down into the potatoes 
with the back of a large spoon Break each remaining 
egg into a bowl and slip it into a “ bunker.” (If you 
damage the yolk, save the egg for another use. you 
must have perfect yolks for this.) Arrange bacon 


strips around eggs, drizzle on remaining melted but­ 
ter. and bake at &5 until eggs are set. About 15 
minutes. Serves four. 


Mr. Jefferson’s Capitolade of Chicken 
3 tablespoons minced shallots 
3 tablespoons of butter 
1 cup sliced mushrooms 
1 tablespoon flour 
1/3 cup white wine 
1 cup stock or leftover chicken gravy 
2 cups cooked chicken, cut in fine dice 
salt and pepper to taste 
Freshly grated nutmeg 
chopped parsley 
hot buttered toast points 
Melt 2 tablespoons of the butter in a heavy pan and 
saute mushrooms briskly. Remove mushrooms and set 
aside. Cook shallots in remaining butter until limp. Do 
not brown. Add remaining 1 tablespoon of butter, and 
flour and stir until smooth. Whisk in wine and stock; 
stir frequently until sauce thickens and bubbles 
Return mushrooms to pan and simmer 10 to 15 minutes 
until slightly reduced. Add chicken and season to taste 
with salt, pepper and a dash of freshly grated nutmeg. 
Spoon over toast points and sprinkle with minced 
parsley. Serve at once.

Citizen Reagan back on job 


HOLLYWOOD (U PI) — Citizen Reagan has gone back to work, 
munching his customary jellybeans and saying he will put in a good 
word now and then for his former rival. President Ford. 
He didn’t say how often that would be. 
“ I pledged my support for the Republican ticket and I intend to 
carry out that pledge just as I a’ways have on behalf of the party,” 
Reagan told reporters at a recording studio Wednesday. 
It was the first day back on the job for the defeated GOP 
presidential candidate, returning to his syndicated radio commen­ 
tary program. 
Several show business friends, including Jack Webb and Art 
Linkletter, looked on as Reagan, dressed informally in a short sl­ 
eeved shirt and nibbling the jellybeans that have been a trademark 
since his days as governor of California,recorded 12 three-minute 
radio commentaries for use beginning Sept. 20. 
He gave his views on the Democratic and Republican platforms, 
busing, taxes. China policy, the women’s peace marches in 
Northern Ireland, welfare, agriculture, the bureaucracy and con­ 
gressional pay raises. 


He did not mention Ford, but said later he did not want to run 
afoul of the equal time laws. 
Pressed to say what else he would do to help Ford in his battle 
with Democrat Jimmy Carter, Reagan said he expects to make a 
number of speeches on his own, not coordinated or arranged by the 
Ford campaign. 
“ I get invitations from various party organizations in many 
states,” he said. 


He had 343 stations carrying the programs before he had to sus­ 
pend broadcasting when he became an announced candidate. He 
had 225 newspapers carrying his syndicated column, which he also 
plans to resume. 
He said he would appear at a fund raising dinner for the 
Republican National Committee in Los Angeles Oct. 7. (Reagan 
aide Michael K. Deaver told a Los Angeles Times reporter the day 
before that Reagan agreed before the party’s convention to ad­ 
dress the dinner and his appearance should not be construed as 
campaigning for Ford.)

NFL agrees on roster limitations 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The National Football 
League played the benefactor and its two newest 
children, the Tampa Bay Buccaneers and the 
Seattle Seahawks, the beneficiaries Wednesday 
as the owners ended weeks of indecision and 
haggling with the players’ association by setting 
the 1976 roster limitations. 
The owners decided that the 26 established 
teams will be allowed to carry 43 players this 
season, with the final cutdown date Sept. 6. 


The Buccaneers and Seahawks, however, will 
be allowed to carry 49 players during the first 
two weeks of the season and 45 over the final 12 
weeks But only 43 will be allowed to dress on a 
given Sunday. 
The 43-player limit was established by the 


owners as an amendment to the NFL consti­ 
tution. It is the same number of players the 
teams were allowed to carry last season. 
Also, the league extended the interconference 
trading deadline from Sept. 6 to 4 p.m. EDT 
Sept. 8. 
The current roster size is 49, plus College All- 
Stars — except 60 on Seattle and Tampa Bay. 
Without the amendment to the league constitu­ 
tion, each of the 28 NFL clubs would have been 
forced to cut down to 36 — a total paring of 386 
players — by the Sept. 12 league openers. The 
constitution has been amended on a yearly basis 
for the past dozen years. 
The league owners, holding their annual sum­ 
mer meeting here to iron out final details for the 
season, were hoping the question of roster size 


would be settled as part of a new basic agree­ 
ment with the NFL Players Association. 
The players have not had a contract since 
January, 1974, and played without a contract for 
the last two seasons. There was a brief strike 
during training camp preceding the 1974 season 
and a wildcat strike of five clubs, led by the New 
England Patriots, during the 1975 preseason. So 
far, there has been no talk of a strike this year. 
In a stormy 10-hour session Tuesday in 
Chicago, the NFLPA effectively rejected the 
latest offer from the owners, put together by 
NFLPA President Dick Anderson of the Miami 
Dolphins and Dan Rooney, a league representa­ 
tive from the Pittsburgh Steelers, by tabling the 
package and sending its negotiators back to the 
bargaining table. 


Sargent Karch, executive director of the NFL 
Management Council, which represents the 
owners, indicated Wednesday his group would 
make no new offers. 


In a statement, Karch said, “The player 
representatives last night chose not to allow the 
players an opportunity at this time to vote on the 
agreement reached by Dick Anderson and Dan 
Rooney and endorsed by a majority of the 
NFLPA Executive Committee. Any immediate 
consideration of the Anderson-Rooney agree­ 
ment by the clubs is therefore meaningless.

Brooks Robinson: 
Career, finances 
trouble 'Hoover'

NEW YORK (UPI) — Brooks Robinson has the best pair of hands in baseball. 
They’re so good, they’ve earned him 16 straight “Gold Glove” Awards and 
nearly $2 million, yet they’ve also fumbled away all his finances. 
Practically all, anyway. 
“Ha, ha. your father is going to the poor house!” a neighborhood kid teased 
his eight-year-old daughter, Diana, the other day. 
She ran home to her father. 
“Daddy, they aren’t going to take our house away, are they?” she asked, 
fighting to hold back tears 
"Of course not,” he reassured her. 
Three weeks ago, a circuit court judge ordered Brooks Robinson’s home in 
Lutherville, Md., auctioned off following a mortgage foreclosure suit brought 
by a York, Pa , bank The bank charged the Baltimore Orioles’ popular third 
baseman hadn’t paid back a $249.585 loan. 
Brooks Robinson had obtained the loan for a sporting goods business he 
operates with two other partners in Timonium, Md The loan was to have been 
paid back by April 13, but it wasn’t. Robinson challenged the bank’s figure The 
bank subsequently said he owed only $196,256, but the judge’s order to auction 
his home still stood. Also due to be auctioned was the home of one of his 
business partners. 
Brooks Robinson has a wife and four kids He’s 39 and hasn’t been playing 
much lately for the Orioles With a 200 batting average and only 10 rbi’s, he 
hardly needed another problem. 
But he wasn’t going to stand by and do nothing, so one day this week, he went 
to the bank, withdrew his life savings and repaid practically the entire loan 
In so doing. Brooks Robinson made sure he wouldn’t lose his home Neither 


will his partner now The loan to Brooks Robinson’s Sporting Goods business 
was made out in Robinson’s name and, by repaying it. he saved two homes. 
"Poor Brooks.” says his wife, Connie “ Now we all know why he hasn’t been 
able to play ball the past two years. I told him he worked 22 years playing ball, 
saving his money, and now he has to start all over again If he lives 500 years, 
he’ll never get back all that he put into his business.” 
Some ballplayers run around, some drink, some like to live big Brooks never 
did any of these things. When news of his financial distress came to light, 
everybody’s reaction was “how could it possibly happen to somebody like up­ 
standing, clean-living Brooks Robinson, baseball’s All-American Boy?” 
“You just don’t know how something like that happens,” his wife says 
“Brooks couldn’t be at his sporting goods business all the time because he had 
to play ball You have to put your trust and confidence in someone else in a case 
like that, and suddenly you’re told all the money is gone. Brooks isn’t down or 
depressed at all though He must keep everything inside him He’s unreal. He 
looks at me every five minutes and says are you all right?’ I tell him, yes, until 
I start thinking about what happened ” 
Babe Ruth, Lefty Grove and John McGraw all played in Baltimore, but none 
was more popular than Brooks Robinson As soon as people in Baltimore 
learned of his plight, his telephone never stopped ringing 
"They were absolutely incredible,” says Connie “They called up and offered 
him as much as $5.000 and $10,000 to help him out They didn’t want to lend him 
the money, they wanted to GIVE it to him They hated to see Brooks in a mess 
But you know Brooks. He wouldn't take a penny. He’s such a proud person This 
whole thing is a shame He didn’t do anything dishonest or illegal, he only made 
a bad investment.”

But 
Dick Anderson, the president of the N FL 
Players Association, points out that this 
year free agents spread their talents in all 
directions — John Gilliam to Atlanta, Paul 
Warfield to Cleveland, Ahmad Rashad to 
Seattle, Jim K iick to Denver. Not 
everyone gravitates to the Big Apple, east 
or west. 


Q. We were discussing the Russian shot- 
putter of the early 60s, Tamara Press, and 
somebody mentioned they thought her 
retirement from track and field was 
prompted by the initiation of the sex tests, 
that she never competed again after they 
were instituted. Is that true? — W.S., 
Hayward, Calif. 
A Not only Tamara but her sister Irina 
and several other Russian and Romanian 


women failed to show up for the 1966 Euro­ 
pean championships in Budapest because 
they would have had to submit to the in­ 
dignity of examinations by three different 
doctors. The Press sisters had already 
won four gold medals between them in the 
’60 and ’64 Olympics and so had nothing 
more to prove athletically. Bill Soliday, a 
Hayw ard, C a lif., sports colum nist 
remembers Irina, the smaller of the two 
and a pentathlon winner at Melbourne, 
was “ all woman.” Bill was working as a 
porter when the Press women competed in 
a track meet at Stanford and carried 
Tamara’s bag to her room. “ It almost 
broke my back,” he recalls. "Must have 
weighed 100 pounds.” He later discovered 
it had four shot puts inside. 


Q. Why does Brooks Robinson continue 
to play baseball at the age of 39? After all 
those great years, why settle for a place 
on the bench? — S.M., Frederick, Md. 
A. Because he likes the hours and the 
pay. Brooks is also convinced he can still 
play. He turned down a chance to go to the 
Chicago White Sox because they wouldn’t 
give him a multiyear contract. 


Q. Who do you think was the best hitter 
ever, considering batting average, slugg­ 
ing percentage and home runs? I think it 
was Ted W illiam s — John Mertens, 
Orland, Calif. 
A. You can make a good argument for 
William s, who had a career batting 
average of .344 for 19 seasons. But my man 
is Ty Cobb, who hit over .300 for 23 years 
and averaged .367 — in the dead ball era. 
He hit 12 homers at the age of 39. By your 
criteria, if you give equal impact to 
power. I ’d pick Babe Ruth, who averaged 
.342 and holds the all-time career slugging 
mark of 690.

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Great drought not 
over, Britons told 


LONDON (UPI) - At last 
British weather seems to be 
back to normal — gray clouds, 
cool tem peratures, frequent 
spitting rain. 
Is it over, then — the worst 
drought in five centuries? 
It is not. 
The National Water Council, 
trying to dispel the complacen­ 
cy that near-normal weather 
has created, puts it plainly: 
“ If you’re waiting for rain to 
solve the water shortage, forget 
it. It will take more than a few 
showers to top up our sup­ 
plies.” 
In some respects the worst is 
yet to come. Even if it rains 
steadily from now until spring 
— and forecasters expect no 
such thing — the effects of the 
Great British Drought of ’76 
will last for years. 
Take one example: aquifers. 
For all its famous rain, the 
British depend for water sup­ 
plies largely on underground 
aquifers — porous layers of 
limestone or chalk saturated 
with water filtered down from 
the surface. 
Fifteen months of below- 
average rain dramatically low­ 
ered w ater levels in these 
aquifers and not enough of the 
pumped-out w ater was re ­ 
placed. 
So now salt water has begun 
to seep in from the sea. In some 
low-lying coastal areas crops 
have been affected. In others, it 
will take years to make the un­ 


derground water pure again. 
Take another example: the 
landscape. 
Never has the green and plea­ 
sant land of England been so 
brown. 
Brownish-colored lawns and 
grassy pastures eventually will 
revive. 
Fields prem aturely 
brown with a dessicated har­ 
vest will be green again. 
But hundreds of thousands of 
trees are gone forever — killed 
in raging forest fires or dying in 
hedgerows and parks. The gaps 
will show for years. 
Do not be misled. Britain is 
not a desert yet, and may never 
be one. The autumn crocus is in 
bloom and there is a profusion 
of roses. 
In most cities water restric­ 
tions are not a hardship, but 
mostly a curiosity, although it 
is still illegal to wash a car or 
use a garden hose on wilting 
flowers. 
Only in spots has w ater 
rationing hit hard. Homes in 
parts of Wales have water only 
seven hours out of 24. Rationing 
in the island of Jersey is severe. 
The w ater supply to the 
homes of 750.000 persons in 
southwest Yorkshire is to be 
turned off and com m unity 
standpipes set up in the streets. 
The decision taken by York­ 
shire Water Authority Wednes­ 
day affects such towns as Dew­ 
sbury and Wakefield, and it will 
take at least two weeks to com­ 
plete.

Major cities like Leeds are 
ready to cut off water com­ 
pletely to houses and install 
community taps instead — one 
tiny street corner faucet to 
serve two or three city blocks. 
This has not happened yet. 
Just as the great drought is 
not ending suddenly, it did not 
begin suddenly. 
Rainfall was below normal in 
the winter of 1974-’75. The sum- . 
mer of 1975 was a bonanza for 
tourists, a marvel for wine 
g ro w ers, a bu m p er sunny 
season for crops. It hardly ever 
rained. 
Warnings were voiced then 
that Britain needed more reser­ 
voirs, a nationwide pipeline 
grid, more big wells to tap un­ 
derground sources not yet 
touched. 
But nobody listened. 
The winter of 1975-76 was 
mild, sunny — and dry. Spring 
rains were light and April 
showers few. Then in June 
came the great heat wave — 
weeks of tem peratures in the 
unprecedented 90s, baking 
brick hard the already dry 
earth. 
Statisticians calculated that 
British rainfall over a 15-month 
period was between a quarter 
and a third below normal. 
Reservoir levels dropped and 
their dry beds split with deep 
cracks.

Senate debates on tv 
by study commission 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Far 
from turning the chamber into 
a circus, televising Senate 
debates would reduce the 
publicity edge built up by the 
White House and “ develop 
greater public understanding of 
and faith” in the Senate. 
That’s the conclusion of a 
special study just made public 
by the Commission on the 
Operation of the Senate, estab­ 
lished early this year to propose 
ways of modernizing Senate 
methods. The commission took 
no stand on the proposal, saying 
it merely was seeking reaction. 


But the author, form er NBC 
news executive Len Allen, said 
Congress has been waffling on 
the issue for 30 years while “the 
White House was latching on 
enthusiastically to the vast 
potential of this new technology 
for selling ideas to the public.” 


He said the Senate should now 
“ explore all feasible means of 
giving the widest possible dis­ 
tribution., of 
Senate 
floor 
coverage via national and local 
broadcasters. The underlying 
aim would be to develop 
greater public understanding of 


and faith in the institution of the 
Senate.” 
Countering fears that televi­ 
sion cam eras would threaten 
Senate traditions and lead to a 
circus atmosphere, the study 
pointed to favorable public 
reaction to the televised Nixon 
im peachm ent hearings and 
previous investigative spec­ 
taculars. 
“Obviously, the everyday ac­ 
tivity of the Senate could hardly 
match the fascination of a Joe 
McCarthy, a Frank Costello, a 
Jimmy Hoffa, or a John Dean, 
or the drama of an up or down 
vote to launch the process of 
ousting a sitting president,” the 
study said. 
“Still, the cumulative effect 
of showing the public regularly 
how the Senate grappled with 
the basic issues affecting every 
A m erican m ight invoke a 
sharper perception of the 
Senate as an institution.” 
Allen, a former commission 
consultant now with the Radio- 
Television News Directors As­ 
sociation, said Senate sessions 
could be televised any one of 
several ways, depending on 
which would best “ protect the 


essential c h a ra c ter of the 
S e n a te 
w h ile 
m e e tin g 
legitimate news and public af­ 
fairs needs.” 
Allen said the system should 
include a closed circuit feed so 
absent m em bers can watch 
floor debates in their offices 
“ as a time saving tool.” It also 
should provide for an audio­ 
visual library, he said, for use 
by Senate staffers, schools, 
libraries and researchers. 


The commission, headed by 
former Sen. Harold Hughes. D- 
Iowa, sent copies of the report 
to Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield and Republican 
leader Hugh Scott. They and 31 
other senators are sponsors of a 
stalled resolution to adm it 
cameras. 


The Joint C om m ittee on 
C ongressional 
O perations, 
which held three months of 
hearings on the issue in 1974, 
recommended that both the 
House and Senate permit live 
broadcasts of their sessions. 
Backers had hoped to get the 
House ban lifted earlier this 
year but the Rules Committee 
balked. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Two American envoys, bringing 
new instructions from Washing­ 
ton, have returned to Lebanon 
for a week of talks with Chris­ 
tian leaders who are balking 
over term s of a new Arab 
League peace proposal. 
Robert Houghton and David 
Mack arrived at the Christian 
stronghold of Jounieh north of 
B e iru t W ed n esd ay fro m 
Cyprus, where they went Aug. 
24 to report on their last 
meeting with rightist leaders. 
Mack said they carried “l ew 
instructions" from Washington 
but did not elaborate. 
The United States has been 
careful to m aintain a low 
profile in Lebanon and avoid the 
appearance of mediating in the 
17-month-old conflict since the 
failure of special envoy Dean 
Brown’s peace mission and the 
assassination of U.S. Ambas­ 
sador Francis Meloy Jr. earlier 
this summer. 
Mack and Houghton planned a 
week of talks with lame-duck 
Christian President Suleiman 
Franjieh and other rightist 
leaders before returning to 
Cyprus by boat. 
They were expected to dis­ 
cuss with Franjieh the question 
of his puccession by president­ 
elect Elias Sarkis Sept. 23. 
In an interview published 
Wednesday by a local news 
magazine, Franjieh said he will 
step down when his term ex­ 


pires Sept. 23. 
“I have no intention of stay­ 
ing beyond my constitutionally 
appointed term ,” Franhieh told 
the magazine As Sayyad. 
Earlier this year, Franjieh 
disregarded a call for his 
resignation by two-thirds of 
parliament and there were in­ 
creasing doubts he would step 
down at the end of his term. The 
interview was his first public 
declaration in months of his 
plans. 
Maj. Gen. Mohammed Has- 
san Ghoneim, the Egyptian 
commander of the Arab Lea­ 
gue’s 2,300-man peacekeeping 
contingent in Lebanon, also met 
rightist leaders Wednesday to 
discuss the league’s latest truce 
proposal terms. 
But Christian sources said the 
rightists still object to Gho- 
neim’s proposal to station Arab 
League troops in the strategic 
central mountains if and when 
the leftists and their Palestini­ 
an allies agree to withdraw 
from the area. They said the 
rightists agreed to meet Gho­ 
neim again next week. 
M ilitant Interior M inister 
Camille Chamoun, a hardliner 
in the Christian camp, did not 
attend the meeting, they said. 
Fighting continued Wednes­ 
day in the central mountains 
northeast of the capital and in 
southeast Beirut. Each side ac­ 
cused the other of opening fire 
first.

South African police riot 
squads fire on demonstrators 


CAPE TOWN. South Africa 
(UPIi — Police riot squads 
fired tear gas into several thou­ 
sand dem onstrating m ulatto 
youths today and made fierce 
baton charges into their ranks 
m antigovemment rioting that 
swirled through Cape Town’s 
exclusively white downtown 
business district 
A number of persons were 
reported injured in the rioting— 
the first time antigovemment 
violence had exploded in a 
white downtown area in 10 
weeks of nationwide unrest in 
South Africa. 
Scores of bystanders scurried 
for cover in shopping arcades, 
businesses closed and traffic 
came to a halt in this southern 
port city and parliamentary 
capital. 
White clouds of tear gas 


enveloped large sections of the 
fleeing crowds Several groups 
of rioters reformed and surged 
within 100 yards of Parliament 
with police in pursuit. Elderly 
women were knocked down 
onto the sidewalks Police said 
several whites were "moles­ 
ted." 
Police said the Cape Town 
violence was curbed by mid- 
morning. 
It was the second day of an- 
t¿government rioting by mu- 
lattoes and coincided with a 
strike by black, mulatto and In­ 
dian bus drivers in the Eastern 
port city of Durban where 
morning com m uter services 
w ere crip p led for hours. 
Municipal officials said the 
stoppage was instigated by 
black power supporters.

Wash (UPI) - 
The head physician treating a 
man doused with radioactive 
americium and nitric acid in an 
industrial accident says no one 
knows what long term effect, if 
any. the exposure may produce 
Dr Brice Breintenstein of the 
Hanford Environmental Health 
Foundation told a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday that no human 
ever has received as much 
radiation from americium as 
did Harold McClusky, 64. of 
Prosser. Wash 


McClusky was working at an 
Atlantic Richfield Hanford Co 
p lant w here am ericiu m is 
separated from nuclear wastes 
On Monday a chemical explo­ 
sion blew out a protective glass 
panel and sprayed him with the 
radioactive solution. The plant 
is on the 570-square-mile Han­ 
ford Atomic Reservation in 
eastern Washington 


Breintenstein said McClusky 
suffered first degree nitric acid 
bums on his face and shoulder 
and minor cuts from flying 
glass. 


The doctor said the major 
problem in evaluating McClus­ 
ky s case was that no one before 
has been exposed to as much 
radiation from americium, a 
relatively new man-made ele­ 
ment similar to plutonium. 
“ It's not so much a problem 
right this minute,” Breitenstein 
said “What we are concerned 
about is the effect over time. 
Once we get a real good fix on 
his dose, then we’U be able to 
either relax or get a lot more 
nervous 
At this point, you 
wouldn't know he had anything 
on him 
Because nobody has 
ever had this am ount (of 
americium), we can’t say. It 
may end up not bothering him 
at all. but I'd be foolish to say 
this is not a very serious m at­ 
ter." 
The doctor said he and others 
at the foundation were consult­ 
ing regularly with national ex­ 
perts on radiation contamina­ 
tion 
He said it may be necessary 
to continue the decontamina­ 
tion process for McClusky for 
another one to three weeks

The recent announcement 
that Allan Hancock College 
will lease the M iguelito 
Elementary School for ex­ 
clusive college use as a Lom­ 
poc Center was welcome news 
to a great many residents of 
the Lompoc Valley, especially 
to those many persons who 
worked for more than a 
decade to bring just such a 
dream to reality. 
A college in our community 
offers the potential of making 
significant contributions to the 
s o c i a l , 
cu ltu r a l 
and 
educational needs of our 
citizenry. Additionally, it will 
be a major asset to our effort 
to attract new business and 
compatible industries to the 
Lompoc Valley. And in a very 
special way, a college is an in­ 
dustry unto itself. 
We appreciate that it took 
considerable courage and faith 
in the future of the Lompoc 
Valley on the part of the ad­ 
ministration and Board of 
Trustees of Allan Hancock 
College to decide to embark on 
a major expansion program at 
a time when inflation, ex­ 
penses and enrollment fluctua­ 
tions are major concerns.

Fringe benefits

Since this is the last column I will be 
writing before Labor Day, it seemed 
only right that I do something ap­ 
propriate for the occasion.

everywhere from expensive medical and 
dental care programs to having one’s 
birthday as a holiday from the job, not to 
mention time off to do one’s Christmas 
shopping during the holiday season. 
Perhaps I should mention that these 
benefits apply to some jobs but not all of 
them, just in case there are some of you 
out there who are planning to start tak­ 
ing advantage of them right away. Be 
sure to check with your boss first. 
Anyway, getting back to the garbage 
collector, let’s apply that same line of 
benefits to a number of people in other 
occupations and see what sort of trouble 
we can get into: 
How about the librarian who can earn 
$100 a week and all he can read? 
Or the disc jockey who can earn $20 a 
day and all he can hear? 
Or a night watchman who gets $200 a 
month and all he can sleep? 
And these others: 
Bricklayer: $5 an hour and all he can 
throw. 
Pepper factory worker: $10 a day and 
all he can sneeze. 
Bank teller: $2.50 an hour and all he 
can dream? 


Barber: $3.75 per customer and all the 
pillow stuffing he can carry home. 
Lumberyard guard: $60 a week and 
room and boards.

Politician: $35,000 a year and all the 
political plums he can graft.

Accountant: $300 a month and all the 
books he can juggle.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Political 
campaign platforms are inevitably 
nailed together with pegs of powder. The 
planks are in place but will support no 
weight. As Oscar Levant once remarked 
about politicians and the philosophies 
they formalize, they have a propensity 
for double crossing such bridges when 
they come to them. 
It’s remembered, 
for example, that the 
party platform for 
Benjamin Harrison in­ 
cluded references to 
prosperity and plenty 
for all. Thus, as legend 
has it, when Harrison 
was elected and once 
saw a man forced by 
deprivation to eat 
grass on the White 
House lawn, he acted 
quickly to rectify the 
situation. Go around in back, the Presi­ 
dent told the poor fellow, “the food 
grows longer there.’’ 
So it is that the 1976 version of the 
Republican party’s highly suspicious 
platform may be nothing more than ad­ 
ditional Grand Old Platitudes. Yet there 
is at least one brief bit of it which gives 
hopes to the dreamers Addressing itself 
to a “government that works,” the party 
demands “repeal of legislation which 
permits automatic increases in the 
salaries of members of Congress.” It 
suggests that if Congress wants more 
pay. it must vote publicly for the right, 
thus standing answ erable to its 
employers, the people. 
At casual reading, the plank seems un­ 


adventurous. Being for public accoun­ 
tability in America is about as risky as 
coming out foursquare for adequate rain­ 
fall in the grain belt. Yet in fact the 
repeal position is a courageous one for 
the GOP. Its presidential nominee, 
Gerald Ford, has for some time believed 
Congress should not have to bother with 
the democratic process regarding salary 
hikes, that the increases should be 
regular, substantial and fully automatic. 
The issue goes back to July of last 
year, when the congressional leadership 
prevailed on old colleague Ford to con­ 
spire with them in insulating legislators 
from the prickly effects of inflation. The 
leadership wanted annual cost of living 
increases, but did not dare risk voting for 
it on a yearly basis. And thus a plot was 
formed. 
The leadership created a bill providing 
for the automatic escalations. The bill 
was buried as a rider to obscure legisla­ 
tion regarding post office salaries. Then 
before the media or the people got wise, 
it passed through both houses like a shot 
with no sound. Good Jerry Ford, the man 
of the peopoe. signed it before the echo of 
the aye votes had died. Salaries jumped 
instantly from $42.500 to $44,600, forego­ 
ing the possibility that Senator Ken­ 
nedy’s children might go hungry, and in­ 
suring a like annual increase in 
perpetuity. 
The tactics did not delight everyone. 
The bill barely passed 272 to 242 (the dif­ 
ference in the House was a single vote). 
And since then several members who 
originally favored it have had second 
thoughts; Rep Robert Drinan, for one, 
who also is a Catholic priest, has decided 


that his working class constituency in 
Massachusetts feels his yes vote may 
have been incompatible with his clerical 
vow of poverty. 
Of course the nearing elections may 
have something to do with renewed dis­ 
comfort in Congress regarding the mat­ 
ter. Iowa Rep. Charles Grassley, who 
has filed seven bills to repeal the cost of 
living nonsense, says any member who 
voted for it “has the potential for 
trouble.” Grassley reminds that another 
pay hike is due Oct. 1. He says a second 
hefty increase is probable early next 
year when a presidential commission 
makes its quadrennial recommendations 
on congressional salaries. And then there 
is the hike of Oct. 1. 1977. 
“We could get three increases of many 
thousands of dollars in the next 14 
months,” says Grassley. “It could add 
up to from $15 to $20,000. “I don’t think 
this will sit well with the Ameridan 
public.” 
Hence the Republicans, who can ill af­ 
ford a single angry voter, are asking for 
a return to the days when the people had 
at least tangential control over 
legislative pay.

Representatives of the service have also 
been active in the district in fairly recent 
times to assist in salary negotiations. 
Lane says his agency chief is exploring 
the recruitment of part-time conciliators 
in preparation for a possible increase of 
the work load as a result of the advent of 
the Rodda Act. Under the act, a three- 


member board — 
Education Employe 
Relations Board — is currently con­ 
ducting unit determination elections in 
dozens of localities, this week in Lom­ 
poc. After rulings on those questions, 
comes elections for selection of ex­ 
clusive bargaining representatives, and 
after that, actual negotiations between 
the representatives and their school 
boards. Lane says EERB has no con­ 
ciliators of its own and will probably 
have to make use of his agency or its 
federal counterpart. 
Lane says they’ll have to review the 
work load and staffing at that time. 


Not long ago I did a little piece on how 
crowded the new and old county ad­ 
ministration buildings were in Lompoc 
on Tuesdays when there is a heavy case 
load for both Lompoc Municipal Court 
and the county’s juvenile court. A copy 
of the column, a simple thing, really, 
was sent by somebody to Claude 
Bowman, court analyst for the county.

Presidents come and go

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The split 
within the Republican Party was quite 
clear at its national convention in 
Kansas City. 
Strong-minded GOP liberals say they 
will not work unless President Ford 
veers more to their side of the fence. 
Strong-minded conservatives hint they 
will sit on their hands 
this fall unless the 
President hews close­ 
ly to the R onald 
Reagan line. Straddl­ 
ing this fence will be 
no easy task even for 
so amiable and con­ 
ciliatory a candidate 
as Mr. Ford. 
The R ep u b lican 
problem is all too 
clear. Jimmy Carter, 
however, faces party 
divisions less adver­ 
tised but no less deep. 
Take the Democratic platform. Unlike 
past documents, the 1976 edition was 
written precisely to conform to the can­ 
didate’s own views and his promises 
There were no Ford-Reagan-iike com­ 
promises. The Carter convention posi­ 
tion was so strong he was not forced to 
compromise on word or paragraph. 
The ink has hardly dried on that Carter 
document Yet the Democratic Congress 
majority, which most certainly will be 
the majority in the next Congress, has 
given up on passing what are undoubted­ 


ly the seven key planks in Carter’s plat­ 
form. The Democratic leadership has 
suggested opposition within its own 
ranks makes passage unlikely. 


It is reported in fact that three-fourths 
of the new breed of Democrats — the 81 
Democratic freshmen — believe the 
Humphrey-Hawkins 
full-employment 
bill could hurt their chances of being 
reelected. News accounts say they want 
it killed. 


According to strong hints from its 
leadership, strong covert opposition 
within Carter s own party in Congress 
would likewise doom postcard voter 
registration so publicized by Carter, as 
well as national health insurance, 
thorough tax overhaul, control of 
handguns, reorganization of the food 
stamp program and legislation splitting 
the major oil companies. A spate of 
government reorganization proposals, 
aimed at efficiency, has died a quiet 
death. Apparently, so has zero budgeting 
and sunset propowls requiring agencies 
to be studied from the bottom up at 
specified intervals. 
The Congressional investigation of cor­ 
ruption in the Senate and House has all 
but vanished 
This seem s to m ean that the 
Democratic majority has in effect 
stalled the bulk of what Carter is cam­ 
paigning for — for now at least — as 
though it were a bag of hot potatoes. 
Take these facts then add that in the 


Democratic primaries, 60 per cent of the 
votes went to Carter’s opponents 
It 
becomes clear Jimmy Carter and Sen 
Walter Mondale face the same uphill 
fight as President Ford and Sen. Robert 
Dole. 


The voter is thus faced with a dilem­ 
ma He knows so little of what Mr Ford 
favors has gotten through an opposition 
Congress. He sees, too, that the Carter 
programs have fared equally badly with 
the Senate and House majority. 


Whatever promises are made, and 
however sincere each candidate may be, 
how is the voter thus to know whether 
Mr. Ford or Carter can be effective, 
given the splits in Congress and among 
their own workers? 


The President can exert negative con­ 
trol through the veto and Mr. Ford has 
been doing just that. But this is not the 
same as pushing through a program. 
What the situation thus promises at best, 
whoever is elected President, is a con­ 
tinuation of the status quo unless there’s 
a mandate — a heavy vote for the winn­ 
ing Presidential candidate and signifi­ 
cant defeat of Senators and Represen­ 
tatives who do not represent what the 
majority of Americans want 


Unfortunately, whatever happens in 
the presidential race, there’s little 
evidence of a major change in the 
Congress this November

ADM ISSIO N SCHOLASTIC REQUIREMENTS 
Students w ho have not previously attended a college or 
university m ay be admitted to Allan Hancock College if 
they are either: 
a. graduates of an accredited high school 
b. non-high school graduates, but 18 years of age or 
older and able to profit from the instructional program 
of the college. 
Students w ho have attended another college or university 
m ay be admitted to Allan Hancock College providing 
they meet the requirements of a returning Allan Hancock 
College student. Transfer students shall be subject im m e­ 
diately to the same scholastic regulations as set forth in 
the catalog under A C A D E M IC PROBATION A N D D IS­ 
QU ALIFICATIO N. 
HIGH SCHOOL SPECIAL STUDENTS 
Current high school Juniors and Seniors m ay enroll in 
certain college courses with the written permission of 
their high school counselor w ho has been designated to 
handle this program. High School Specials register as 
new students each semester, not as continuing students. 
A n accident insurance fee of two dollars ($2.00) per stu­ 
dent shall be charged to High School Special Students. 


OPEN CLASS POLICY 
Classes at Allan Hancock College are open to all stu­ 
dents. With the exception of intercollegiate contact sports, 
classes are open to both sexes. Some courses have aca­ 
demic prerequisites which are listed in the college cata­ 
log. The notation "o r permission of the instructor" in the 
catalog indicates that the prerequisites shown m ay be 
w aived by the instructor for a student with equivalent 
experience or training. 
INTER-DISTRICT TRANSFERS 
A student w hose residence is in another community 
college district m ay be required to obtain an inter-district 
permit from that district. This permit must be presented 
at the time of registration. 


SPECIAL PROBLEMS CLASSES 
Students m ay enroll in Special Problems classes either 
during regular registration or late registration. It is the 
responsibility of each student to complete the Special 
Problems Contract, obtained from the instructor of the 
class, and return this contract to the Records Office on or 
before Sepember 24. A student who fails to follow this 
procedure shall be dropped from the class. 


FEES AND EXPENSES 
For Santa M aria classes only a student body fee of 
$2.00 per unit is charged to a maximum of $10.00. A 
Student Body Card good for adm ission to all student 
body sponsored activities is available. 
Students at other locations are not charged student 
body fees but m ay purchase Student Body Cards if they 
wish. 
A materials fee is charged in specified courses. 
Fees are not refundable unless a class is cancelled and 
the student does not enroll in another class of equivalent 
credit, or unless the student withdraws officially from all 
classes during the first fifteen school days from the offi­ 
cial starting date. Credit classes beginning after and in­ 
cluding the sixth week of a semester shall be charged a 
fee of $2 per unit with a m aximum of $5. 
Students buy their own textbooks and supplies, which 
may amount to as much as $50 to $90 per semester for a 
full time student. 


RESIDENCE REQUIREMENTS 


Students applying for adm ission to Allan Hancock Col­ 
lege must meet the residence requirements as specified 
in the college catalog. The residence determination date 
for any term or semester is the day immediately preceding 
the opening day of instruction for that term or semester. 
A student, regardless of age, will be required to pay non­ 
resident fees unless he has been a legal resident of the 
State of California for more than one year on the residence 
determination date. 


A n out-of-State or foreign student must pay fees of 
$31 per unit up to a total of $465 per semester. There 
is no tuition for resident students. 


A student w ho is a member of the Arm ed Forces of 
the United States stationed on active duty in California 
shall be entitled to resident classification until he has re­ 
sided in the State the minimum time necessary to become 
a resident (one year). A student dependent of a member 
of the Arm ed Forces stationed in California shall be given 
residenl classification for such time as it takes the student 


to establish residency. 


CANCELLED CLASSES 
Unless the original enrollment of a class is large enough 
to justify its offering, the class will be cancelled. 


CREDIT - NO-CREDIT GRADING POLICY 
Each department has designated certain regularly gra d ­ 
ed courses which a student m ay elect to take on a 
Credit-no-Credit basis. Units thus earned shall be counted 
in the satisfaction of degree requirements, but shall be 
disregarded in determining the student's grade-point a v ­ 
erage. The equivalent of D work or better is required for 
the grade of CR (credit). 
During the last week of instruction, students will indi­ 
cate to the instructor if they wish to take a course on a 
credit-no-credit basis. It is recommended that transfer stu­ 
dents not take courses in their proposed major on this 
basis- 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR A A /A S DEGREES 
A student must complete 60 units of coursework with 
a C average or better, 12 of which must be in resi­ 
dence with AHC. In addition, certain state requirements 
must be met.
